The 
commit oee  has  resolved  to  take  steps  that  will,  I am  sure,  improve  the 
situation.

1 . POPULATION.  The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population 
(1968)  was  4,710  that  is  90  less  than  the  mid-year  estimate  for  1967. 
The  figure  represents  an  increase  of  155  in  the.  census  figure  (4,555) 

• of  April,  1961. 

2.  BIRTHS.  There  were  86  live  births  in  1968,  that  is  2 more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  This  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of  18.26  per  1,000  head 
of  population.  This  rate,  standardised  on  the  basis  of  the  age  and  sex 
composition  of  the  population,  gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  23.55..  The 
adjusted,  or  corrected  birth  rate  is  obtained  by  multiplying  the  crude 
rate  by  a figure  known  as  the  Comparability  Factor.  The  factor  for 
Desborougb  is  1.29.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  23.55  for  1963  compares 
with  the  rate  of  22.58  for  1967  and  the  provisional  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  of  1 6. 9 per  1,000  head  of  population. 

3.  DEATHS . There  were  56  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1968,  that  is  1 more, 
than  in  1967,  giving  a crude  death  rate  of  11.89  and  an  adjusted' death, 
rate  of  10.70  per  1,000  head  of  population. ■ The  Comparability  Factor 
in  this  case  for  Desoorough  is  0.90.  The  provisional  crude  death  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  Is  11.9.

OL.ZR^L  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious 
diseases  and  environmental  health  within  the  Urban  District,  for  which 
services  the  Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  relates  to  those  health  services  which,  concern 
:.ore  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than  public  health  and 
the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council 
is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  many  of  these  services  under 
Part  III  of  the  1946  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Liaison  between  County  Council  services  and  District  Council  services 
is  facilitated  by  the  fact  that  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a 
School -Medical-Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  is  available  for  the  examination 
of  specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious 
diseases. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE.

John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

DOMICILIARY  SERVICES. 

These  include  District  Nurses,  Midvives  and  Health  Visitors,  xMno  are  all 
.i;:.ly  trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.

This  clinic,  which  is  conducted  by  a local  General  Practitioner,  was 

commenced  in  September,  1966,  and  the  following  details  have  been 

supplied  by  him. 

The  clinic  is  held  once  monthly  at  the  Welfare  Clinic  in  Station 
H?adf  Desbor°ugh.  The  patients  attending  are  selected  by  the  Doctor  from 
his  -Rational  Health  Service  List  and  by  the  Health:  Visitors;  "and 
consist  mainly  of  old  people  with  chronic  diseases  who  live  alone.  Many 
ci  the  patients  have  been  in  the  care  of  the  Geriatric  Department  at 
Su. Mary's  Hospital,  Kettering.  The  average  attendance  is  about  sixteen. 

“a°h  new  patient  is  given  a physical  check  - blood  pressure,  urine 
nest,  rough  eye  test  and  haemoglobin  estimation.  Further  investigation 
is  made  where  necessary. 

All  patients  attending  need  transport  and  this  is  provided  by  a 
nired.  trom  a local  garage,  and  paid  for  by  a grant  from  the 
-orxhamptonsnire  County  Council.  A voluntary  worker  travels  with  the 
bus. 

The  Doctor  is  assisted  at  the  Clinic  by  two  Health  Visitors  and 
the  District  Nurse  who  deal  with  any  social  problems,  financial  help 
tr.c,  and  ass  is  o the  Doctor  in  the  examination  and  treatment  of  the 
patterns.  A cup  of  tea  is  provided  and  some  simple  health  education 
is  given  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

inese  clinics  are  successful  in  the  view  of  the  Doctor  who 
conducts  oners  and  xhey  ease  the  load  of  Geriatric.- visiting  which  is 
considerable  in  this  area.

This  voluntary  committee  aims  at  the  relief  of  the  aged,  sick  and 
needy  in  the  Town.  700  home  and  hospital  visits  were  made  during  the  year 
and  in  each  of  these  cases  a cash  present  was  given 


The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service,  mentioned  in  the  next  Section,  received 
a grant  of  £35  from  this  Committee. 

A grant  of  £5S.9s.4d.  was  made  towards  the  Chiropody  Service j 20 
clinics  were  held  and  387  treatments  were  given.  119  home  visits  were  made. 

400  Christmas  parcels  were  given  to  the  elderly  people  of  Des borough.

Forty- two  meals  have  been  served  twice  a week  and  the  total  number 
of  meals  served  in  1968  was  3,372.  The  Service  is  administered  by  the 
J.R.V.S.  and  is  partially  subsidised  by  the  Town  Welfare  Committee.

In  addition  to  the  work  outlined  in  the  last  paragraph,  the  W.K.V.S. 
continue  to  administer  the  Hospital  Car  Service.  It  is  mainly  used  in 
taking  patients  to  and  from  Occupational  Therapy  Sessions.

Due  to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  Tuberculosis  cases,  the  activities 
of  this  Committee  have  been  extended  to  the  care  of  Chronic  Heart  cases. 
Monetary  grants  and  gifts  of  goods  have  been  -made  during  the  year  to  21 
patients  on  the  visiting  list.  Each  patient  is  visited  by  a Committee

RATER  SUPPLY'.'  ' 

The  Mid- Northamptonshire  Water  Board  has  maintained  a good  supply  of 
water  both  in  quantity  and  quality  throughout  the  year.  Bacteriological 
examinations  of  the  supply  were  made  by  the  Board  weekly  and  the  results 
were  satisfactory. 

There  are  1 ,950  dwelling  houses  in  the  Area  and  with  the  exception  of 
eight  houses,  which  are  served  by  standpipes,  the  whole  of  the  dwellings  have 
an  internal  water  supply. 

ELUQEIDS  CONTENT  OF  THE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  contains  0.25  parts  of  naturally  occurring  Fluorine 
per  million  parts  of  water. 

SE..M.0-E  DISPOSAL. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  improvements  to  the  works  by  way  of  an 
additional  filter  bed,  upward  flow  humus  tank  and  clarifiers,  there  has  been 
a marked  improvement  in  our  final  effluent.  The  Works  are  now  in  a 

satisfactory  state.  .....  

RATS  AID  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT. 

The  house  refuse  tip  and  the  Sewage  Works  have  been  treated  during  the 
year  at  intervals.  Both  sites  have  been  kept  free  of  rats.  10$  of  the  sewer 
manholes  in  the  District  have  been  treated,  all  with  negative  results. 

ROUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  provision  of  the  new  larger  capacity  refuse  collection  lorry  has 
resulted  in  a far  better  collection  service,  but  difficulty  is  still  being 
experienced  in  maintaining  the  tip  in  a satisfactory  state  due  to  indiscriminate 
tipping  by  contractors  and  others,  and  the  fact  that  we  do  .not  have  a tip 

attendant.

TEE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (INFECTIOUS  DISEASES)  REGULATIONS.  1963 

New  regulations  governing  the  notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1968.  A copy  of  the  Statutory  Instrument 
and  also  a copy  of  the  relevant  Sections  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public 
Health  Act,  1968  were  sent  to  each  General  Practitioner  in  the  area.  The  fee 
payable  for  notification  has  been  increased  from  2/ 6d.  to  5/-. 

The  following  conditions  are  no  longer  notifiable  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.-  Acute  Primary  and  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  Puerperal  Pyrexia, 
Erysipelas  and  Membranous  Group. 

You  will  recall  that  Infectious  Hepatitis,  which  has  been  locally 
notifiable  for  the  past  six  years,  is  now  generally  notifiable  under  the 
Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations,  1968  which  came  into 
operation  on  June  15th,  1963. 

The  infectious  diseases  now  to  be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  are:-  Acute  Encephalitis,  Acute  Meningitis,  Acute  Poliomyelitis, 

Anthrax,  Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Dysentery  (Amoebic  or  Bacillary),  Infective 
Jaundice,  Leprosy,  Leptospirosis Malaria,  -Measles, -Ophthalmia  Neonatorum, 
Paratyphoid  F ever , Plague , Relapsing  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever,  Smallpox,  Tetanus, 
Tuberculosis,  Typhoid  Fever,  Typhus,  Whooping  Cough,  Yellow  Fever  and  Food 
Poisoning. 

PREVALENCE  OF.  ALP  CONTROL  OVER.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Seventeen  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year. 
The  notifications  received  were  as  follows:-  sixteen  cases  of  Measles  and 
one  case  of  Meningococcal  Meningitis.

DIPHTHERIA.  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 

Routine  immunisation  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  with  Iriple 
Antigen  has  again  shown  its  efficacy  in  preventing  these  diseases. 


immunisation  is  carried  out  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the 
County  Health  Department's  bi-monthly  clinics  at  Station  Road. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

This  is  the  fourth  disease  which  is  prevented  by  routine  immunisation 
in  infancy.  This  is  again  done  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the 
County  Health  Department's  Clinics.  No  cases  occurred. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  Ga3tro-Intestinal  diseases  due  to 
Dysenteric  organisms  or  Salmonellosis.
